ANOTHER C I T Y I N R U IN S . 
Before the people have recovered from 
their turpiise over the Conemaugh val­ 
ley calamity, there comes from the west 
the intelligence that another city has 
been almost wiped oat of existence—this 
time by fire. At three o’clcok on Thurs­ 
day 
afternoon 
a 
fire 
broke 
out 
in the business portion of Seattle Wash­ 
ington territory, and the dames were not 
staid until 'desolation covered the spot 
where a prosperous city of 28,000 once 
tood. Every newspaper office, hotel, 
elegraph office, railway depot, wharf, 
went to ashes. 
Thirty-one business 
blocks, including many residences, were 
consarned by the flames. It takes oat 
of existence every important business 
block in the city, and destroys nearly 
ten million dollars worth of property. 
Cf course each a calamity as this 
could not make a visitation without 
bringing with it great suffering 
and 
utter destitution. The Beattie conflag­ 
ration, like the Chicago fire in 1871, 
robbed hundreds of people of all they 
had on earth, except tneir lives. To be 
sure, the present necessaries of life will 
be famished such unfortunates, but in 
a business point of view they will be 
forced to begin life anew. 


New York and its immediate environs 
added $160,000 on Wednesday to their 
contributions for the sufferers by the 
floods in Pennsylvania, bringing the to­ 
tal well np above $400,000. 
Philadel­ 
phia has opened its generous heart to the 
amount of $550,000, and contributions 
from towns and cities innumerable in all 
parts of the country keep pouring in. 
Nothing like an accurate estimate of the 
total amount oan be £made at present, 
but it must be dose to, if it does not ex­ 
ceed, $1,500,000. As nothing like the 
death-dealing flood of last week has 
ever been known in this o Jan try before, 
so the Nation’s response (to the cry o! 
distress bas been wholly without prece­ 
dent.

A S K IN G TOO MUCH. 
The annual convention of tbe Woman’s 
cbristisn temperance union was beld at 
Oshkosh during I Ce psst week. 
Tbe 
convention was well attended,and of 
course its spirit was largely controlled by 
the presence of Miss Frances Willard, 
who iectnred before tbe union on th6 
“White Shield and White Cross work.” 
The W.C. T. U. has lost much of its 
influence for e ffective temperance work 
by chasing the visionary ideas and im­ 
practicable methods of tbe third party. 
The latter has not only inflicted harm 
upon itself, but it has likewise done much 
to rob tbe W. O. T. U. of its strength. 
Among the resolutions adopted at the 
annual convention was one which reads 
as follows: 
Resolved, That aa christian temperance 
uuion womeu we do earnestly protest 
against all license and tbe establishing 
of revenue or s\stematiZv.‘d effort of any 
effort of any sort to protect Bud foster 
tbe u.anufac lure, sale and use of liquor, 
tobaojo and opium, and the further de­ 
velopment by any governmental protec­ 
tion of vice in our land. 
This pledge of tho W. O. T. U. not to 
work for any temperance reform unless 
it 
is coupled with 
prohibition, 
is 
an unwise position to take. 
There are 
some states in which prohibition oould 
not be carried 
aDd 
probably never 
will 
be 
carried, 
and 
moat 
all 
license 
and 
regulation 
of 
the traffic ceas s? Must county or local 
option be abandoned on the principle 
that it is wrong to issue a license ? Mast 
euoh an admirable temperance measure 
ae that which now governs the city of 
Philadelphia, be wiped out^becanse there 
is license connected with it? 
Moat 
whisky be free in nil states where is a 
dominant sentiment against protection ? 
Must all license and regulation stop 
until there shall be national prohibition ? 
This generation and several others shall 
pass away before national prohibition 
will be adopted. That is one of the im- 
posibihlies of the time. 
Bo what tbe country needs is practical 
temperance reform. Something that will 
bridge over the present situation; some­ 
thing that will lesson the evil of temper­ 
ance, that will break down tbe power of 
*he saloon both in polities a"d society.

J o h n st o w n, Pa., Juno 8 .— Money an d 
men are tho two things needful hero. 
Tho 
work of clearing tho wreck is boing prose­ 
cuted with great activity, aud about ten 
thousand mon are already engaged. Moro 
are iii demand, and moro are pouring in. 
So largo a community as this, wholly un­ 
able to supply itself, must bo assisted to 
provisions or the means for their purchase. 
Tho relief trains are still depositing great 
loads of food and clothing, tho latter now 
boing superfluous, and tho commissary is 
continuously thronged by rich aud poor 
aliko. 
Many womon havo been shipped 
out to the homes of frionds olsewhoro and 
no longer share tho deprivations. 
Twenty-two hundred bodies havo so far 
been recovered, of which not moro than 
two-thirds were identified. 
It is my 
opinion that the majority of tho lost are 
found, although hundreds doubtless still 
lio beneath tho wreckage and in tho sands 
of tho streams. 
I fool confident that 
history will not ascribe to this disaster a 
loss in excess of “about four thousand 
souls. ’’ 
That is an awful roster, and what 
is tho morbid sense that delights to expand 
it? 
T he F in a n c ia l Loss. 
Approaching tho subject of flnancialfloss, 
it is fair to begin with tho assumption that 
one-half the destruction occurred to Johns­ 
town proper. 
That is very liberal, tor, 
although whole villages aggregating many 
more houses were wiped out, tho city’s 
structures, institutions, and improvements 
wore much more costly. 
Tho assessed 
valuation recently completed was about 
$0,000,000. 
Inquiries mado into tho char­ 
acter and method of assessment in Johns­ 
town convince mo that it would bo tho 
liberal thing to double the figures in at­ 
taining tho actual value. 
Tho common 
tendency is to dump tho whole town into 
the general loss, while, as a matter of 
fact, a portion was not destroyed. 
More­ 
over, if tho still swollen river can bo 
forced from its many erratic channels to 
its old bod, tho town lots ore still thoro, 
and the curbing, paving, and sewerage 
system aro doubtless intact under their coat 
of mud and sand. 
It is probably fair to 
throw half cr a little moro into tho total 
loss, and fix an estimate of daraago In 
Johnstown proper by which wo may abido 
at from $6,000,000 to $3,000,000. 
A? 
Johnstown suffered half tho loss, thoro was, 
then, something near $15,000,000 of pri­ 
vate property destroyed in tho valley. 
This does not include tho damago to tho 
Pennsylvania railroad and Cambria iron 
works. 
It has been generally reported 
that tho railway company lost $10,000,- 
000. 
The absurdity of this estimate will 
be apparent when it is known that the 
total cost of all the roads owned by the 
Pennsylvania company in 1897 was $11,- 
000,000. 
The damago here consists of a 
fifteen-mile washout, tho destruction of a 
roundhouse and twenty locomotives, two 
passenger trains, about forty freight cars, 
and four small bridgos. 
A million dollars 
will amply cover this. As for tho Cambria 
iron works, tho superintendent says that 
$200,000 or $300,000 will suffice to drag 
out tho half-milo of wreckage that runs 
through tho plant and set up tbe ruined 
buildings, wnich wore fortunately the loss 
important. 
To tho sum total of o il this tremendous 
waste must be addod tho Incomes of which 
all these ruined instutlons are doprivod, 
some for a season and some forever. 
Yet, 
in the business mothod of statement the 
total destruction from tho bursting dam 
will be fixed by estimate at about $20,- 
000,000. 
Some apprehension is felt for the sol­ 
vency of tho Johnstown banks. 
There are 
three banks in tho town, the First national, 
the Savings bank, and tho banking house 
of John Diobert & Co. 
Tho First national 
was considered ono of tho most solid bank­ 
ing institutions in tho State. 
The capital 
stock is $100,000, and the institution had a 
surplus of $30,000. 
When the last state­ 
ment was sent out in October last it re­ 
ported deposits to tho amount of $590,000. 
Dlebert & Co. wore worth from $75,000 to 
$125,000. 
Solid as those banking firms 
seemed to bo they had much of their se­ 
curities in town property that has gone 
without leaving a trace. 


MAY B E A LYNCHING* 


In d ig n a n t P e o p le A tta c k th e H o u ses o f] 
Sou th F o rk C lub M en. 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa., 
Juno 8 .—This com­ 
munity Is in a wild state of excitement as 
a result of the recent flood. 
Tho blame 
of tho entire affair has been placed upon 
tho South Fork Hunting and Fishing club, 
and so angry aro some of the people in 
this vicinity that trouble is feared for 
W. S. Boyer, superintendent, at tho cot­ 
tages on the lake. 
Already several of the 
pretty villas havo b een broken into by 
marauders and tho furniture demolished. 
Tho boats owned by tho club have boon 
stolon in brood daylight and reduced to 
kindling wood by tho Infuriated crowd. 
Tho mon who broke into tho cottages havo 
not beek discovered. 
It is ovident robbery 
was not intended. 
^Affairs at present are assuming a serious 
aspect. 
Tho coroner’s Jury that has been 
in session all day at Nineveh has termi­ 
nated its labors. 
Tho verdict has been 
fully prepared and only lacks tho signatures 
of tho jurors before boing given publicity. 
It is understood that tho jury, after re­ 
viewing at length tho successive breaks 
and careless repairs in the dam lh past 
years, declares the executive committee of 
the South Fork Fishing club guilty of 
gross, if not criminal, negligence. 
That a rigid investigation will bo de­ 
manded and insisted upon Is generally con­ 
ceded by those who have conversed with 
the people upon tho subject, and that 
there will be an endeavor to fix the 
responsibility or blame, lf any such thoro 
bo, and to prevent any tendency to white­ 
wash matters Is almost equally certain. 


Two additional casis of typhoid fevor 
were reported this morning from Miners- 
dale, making a total of seven iii that vil­ 
lage alone 
since 
yesterday morning. 
Measles are also considerably moro preval­ 
ent on Prospect hill, where the refugees’ 
camp is established. 
Some of tho men are quitting work. 
They complain that tho stench from tho 
decayed bodies is so strong that it sickens 
them. 
This morning tho most malignant form 
of diphtheria broke out at Kernville. 
Al­ 
ready a number of cases havo been reported 
at headquarters. 
It is . feared 
that 
tho malignant disoaso will mako short 
work of thoso who escaped tho waters. 
Dr. O’ Noil, surgeon of tho First regiment 
of Philadelphia, assisted by Miss Clara 
Barton, tho head of tho lied Cross society, 
have been appointed to tako ehnrgo of tho 
sick and look after and adviso moans to 
retard tho diphtheria. 


MORE TROUBLE IN SAMOA. 


Tho lllv a l C h iefs O rganize T h eir F orces 
and T h in g s L ook Serious. 
S y d n e y , New South Wales, Juno 8.— 
Tho German steamer Lubeck has arrived 
here from tho Samoan Islands. Sho sailed 
from Apia bay May 29. 
Sho brings news that owing to tho ex­ 
pected arrival of tho Sophio and tho com­ 
ing of tho other Gorman cruisers the war 
spirit was manifesting itself again among 
tho natives. 
Mataafa hail gathered to­ 
gether 3,000 of his mon near Apia and 
Tamasoso was encamped at Atna with 
2,000. 
Thoro was no war ship in tho har­ 
bor of Apia and tho natives were conse­ 
quently under no restraint. 
Moreover, 
nothing had boon hoard there of tho pro 
gross of tho negotiations at Bori hi and tho 
foreign residents wore uneasy.

and milos of track, creates a sudden de­ 
mand which is felt in all iron and steel 
markets.”

Chicago, Juno K —Somo excitement was 
occasioned at trio convening bf tho coroner’s 
inquest over tho absence of three witnesses 
who had boon summoned to npj»oar, tho 
absentees being Detective Miko Wlialon, 
Fetor McGoehan and Lawyer Beggs. 
Tho 
latter it appeared had left the State, but 
his friends averred it was on legal business 
requiring his attention for a day or two, 
and that he would bo back before the con­ 
clusion of tho inquest 
A warrant was 
issued for McGoehan, and later iu tho day 
Whalen turned up. 
Tho first witness was Daniel Brown, a 
member of tho pollco force, and the person 
who had preferred ^charges of conspiracy 
against Dr. Cronin Avo years ago, for 
which Cronin was expollod from tho Clan- 
na-Gacl. 
Brown claimed that homado tho 
charges against Cronin of his own volition, 
without advico or consultation with any 
one. 
Tho testimony of tho witness was 
very unsatisfactory, he being troubled 
with an excessively poor momory whenever 
a question of a sensational character was 
propounded. 
Ho knew Dan Coughlin, but 
had not seen him in several months. 
Ho 
had not been on tho North Side for somo 
months; didn’t know P. O. Sullivan; was 
no relation to tho Brown working in Alex. 
Sullivan’s office; didn’t writo nor did ho 
recognize tho writing in tho lottor sont tho 
Carlsons’ from Hammond, Iud.,"by their J 
tenants. 
It was tho general impression that this 
witness knew a groat doal moro about tho 
murder than ho told, and at tho conclusion 
of tho examination ho was asked to report 
to tho ebiof beforo leaving tho room. 
It. S. lies, an English lawyer, testified 
that Cronin had consulted with him pro- | 
fessionally regarding tho cases in which 
tho doctor was called as a witness somo i 
years ago, and on investigation ho ha I i 
found that Starkey, C. M. Hardy, and i 
Callaghan wero mixod up in tho affair. I 
Cronin told him that a conspiracy existed 
aud that Alexander Sullivan was at tho 
head of it; “and,” said Cronin, “Sullivan 
is black os h—I. Ho and others aro trying 
to ruin my reputation, and, failing in that, 
to take my Ufo.” 
Luko Dillon, tho Philadelphia Clan-na- 
Gacl man, was tho noxt witnos;. 
Nothing 
in tho obligation of that order conflicted 
with his duty as an American citlzon. Tho 
object of tho organization was to aid a 
similar organization in IrolanJ and to es­ 
tablish a republic in that country. 
Ho 
knew Dr. Cronin intimately; that porson 
had often spoken to him of tho enmity of 
Alexander Sullivan, saying it would result 
in his (Cronin’s) death. 
Ho now ha I 
roason to bcliovo that Sullivan was re­ 
sponsible for, if not a principal in, tho 
murder. 
Replying to tho question of what 
woro tho funds of tho organization to bo 
used for, tho witness said: 
‘‘Tho monoy of this order, which was not 
accounted for by tho oxocutivo in 1832, 
amounting to *128,000, was suppose I to 
have boon used in projecting violent meas­ 
ures against England, ip caso England 
over beearn^ involved in a serious war, to 
aid Ireland in liberating herself.” 
“ What did you hear of men having been 
betrayed:’ ’ 
Dr. Cronin told mo that ho believed 
men of tho Clan-na-Gael 
going to tho 
other sido woro betrayed through tho in­ 
timacy of Alexander Sullivan 
and Lo 
Caron.” 
“How wero they intimate:” 
“Thoy woro closo friends, I understood, 
and Dr. Cronin said this friendship re­ 
sulted in tho betrayal of tho men.” 
Mr. Dillon had previously said that at 
tho trial at Buffalo 1 ‘John Dovoy charged 
that Sullivan, Boland, and Focley used 
*128,000 without permission of tho homo 
organization, and I charged that *87,000 
was used and not accounted for within two 
years after tho triangle had boon given it 
Alexander Sullivan protested against Cro­ 
nin’s sorvlng on this committoo as a juror, 
and a copy of his protest was sont to tho 
committee at Buffalo, and ho oskod that a 
copy of tho protest be attached to tho re­ 
port of tho committoo when tho latter was 
distributed to tho subordinate camps. 
I 
protested against this, but I was evidently 
overruled, for copies of tho protest woro 
sent out to all camps since tho death of 
Dr. Croidn.” 
Mr. Dillon read a copy of this protost, 
which was datod Sept. Ii?, 1888, and in if 
Sullivan protested against Cronin being on 
tho committee which was to try him for 
tho alleged misappropriation of funds on 
theso grounds: 
That Cronin was a personal enemy of 
Sullivan, who was expected to stand trial 
at his hands; 
That ho was a perjurer and scoundrel, 
who should not bo permitted to servo on a 
jury to try a docent mon; 
That ho had expressed opinions on tho 
caso on which ho was going to sit in judg 
raent. 
In proof of the charges tho protest re 
cites the well-known antipathy of tho 
doctor to him; tho alleged fact that Cronin 
had committed perjury in swearing out 
his naturalization papers, and also that he 
took the oath of allegiance to tho British 
government, and that ho was a bad man 
generally. 
Tho protest said “ Cronin was 
expelled from tho order in a case whoro I 
conduetfd the prosecution.” 
“Do you think Cronin’s opinion of Sulli­ 
van was correct!” 
was 
asked of Mr. 
Dillop. 
“I do now. 
I thought for a timo that 
Sullivan was only an ordinary villain, 
but Cfonin thought him a very dangerous 
man—‘aud an ablo one. ” 
“Do you think Crcnln’s death tho result 
of a conspirocy?” 
“ I think there were at least a half 
dozon In it.” 
Mr. Dillon gavo some details of tho trial 
of Sullivan, Boland, and Fooly, and it 
transpired that tho official report of that 
trial wa$ not sent to tho different camps 
py tho cxocutivq secretary until last wook, 
which fact accounted for Sullivan’s protest 
only poaching thd general membership at 
tco stone \imo. 
This concluded Mr. Dil­ 
lon’s testimony. 
John O’Malley, a bricklayer, testified 
thUt ho was a member of tho committee 
that tried Dr. Cronin for treason in 1883. 
Ho was well acquainted with Coughlin, 
luso with Cronin. 
Ho had soon Coughlin 
sinco Cronin disappeared, but they had 
not talkod al^out tho disappearance. 
He 
donlod having ever boon on any other trial 
committee. 
lawrence ll. Buckloy testified that ho 
was a member of tho Cronin trial commit 
tee. * Prank Murray, O’Malley, and Frank 
Cuentff wore also members. 
Ho was posi­ 
tive bx) Caron was not. 
He could not ro- 
ifrbmber the testimony. 
J. D. Hagorty 
Tjpas a witness and Alox. Sullivan prose­ 
cuted the caso, examining the witnesess. 
Tho committee found Dr. Cronin guilty 
an$ fixed tho punishment at expulsion. 
The specific charge Against him was read­ 
ing a Circular which charged misappro­ 
priation of funds by tho executive.

S e a t t l e, Wash. T., Juno 8 .—Now that 
tho ruins of tho firo have to somo extent 
Tooled off, it is seen that tho dairago is 
worse than was at first reported. 
Thoro is great privation felt among tho 
poor classes, as nearly every resident and 
grocery in tho city has been consumed by 
tho fire. 
The burnt district now presents 
the aspect of a huge oven of burning coals 
and threatens even further destruction. 
Tho firemen, reinforced by tho Tacoma 
and Snohoralch departments, are on tho 
alert. 
Tho streets aro crowded with peo­ 
ple wandering about penniless and home­ 
less from the effects of tho firo.

A general advance in the salaries of 
Janesville teachers was agreed upon by 
ihe’scbool board committee last evening 
The 
committee, consisting of Coms- 
Kneff, Fethers and Smith will report 
to the school board on Monday evening 
that the salaries now paid should be in­ 
creased from twenty to thirty dollars a 
year before the new list is made out. 
A proposition was made that the in - 
crease in salary be extended to', the su­ 
perintendent’s cilice as well.

suggested that the salary be placed at 
seventeen hundred dollars instead of at 
fifteen hundred,

The S acred H ooks o f th e V ario u s F e o p le s 
o f th e E a rth , 
Tho seven Bibles of tho world, aa tfoey 
are called—that Is, the seven sacred l)ooks 
—aro the Koran of the 
Mohammedans, 
tho Eddas of tho Scandinavians, the Try 
Pitkes of the Buddhists, tho Fivo Kings 
o( the Chlnc9c, the throe Vc<j&s of the 
Hlhdoos, tho Zend- Avesta of the Persian 
sects, and tho Scriptures of 
the Chris­ 
tians. 
Concerning the history and origin 
of these, it may be noted that the Koran, 
the pretended revelation of Mohammed, 
is tho most roccnt. 
It was written about 
the seventh century of our era. 
It is 
made up of a number of quotations froip 
the Old and Now 
Testaments, 
the 
Talmud, aud tho gospel of St. Barnabas 
together with many absured 
traditions 
and a peculiar codo of laws, elaborated 
by Mohammed himself. 
The Eddas of 
tho Scandinavians were first made known 
to the scholars of European schools dur­ 
ing tho fifteenth century. 
Tho date of 
their composition 
has been generally 
assigned to the oighth century, somo of 
them wcro probably composed os late as 
tho tenth. 
But Judging from tho un­ 
mixed pagan spirit mat pervades them, 
they probably began in an earlier age, 
coming down in the form of oral tradi­ 
tions. Tho Pitkes of the Buddhists form 
a collection of sublimo moral 
precepts 
and heroic aspirations, said to have been 
the words of Sakyamunl, or the Gauta­ 
ma Buddha. 
This teacher lived and 
died In the sixth century B. C., and his 
sayings and precepts were not gathered 
in this form for a number of years after­ 
ward. 
Tho sacred writings of 
the 
Chines© arc called the Fivo Kings, king 
meaning web of cloth, or the warp that 
keeps tho threads in their place. 
They 
contain the best sayings of the best sages 
on the ethico political duties of life. 
These sayings were collected and revised 
by Confucius, who lived in the fifth cen 
tury B, C., and the most ancient of the 
matter contained in them, it is said, can 
not bo traced beyond the tenth century 
B. Ct 
Tho thrco Vedas arc the most 
ancient books of the Hindoo or Brahmin 
religion. 
Tho date of their origin is not 
certainly known, but such scholars as 
Max Muller, Horace Wilson and W. D. 
Whitney unite in the opinion that tho 
most ancient parts of theso books are not 
older than 1200 B. C.. 
and that tho 
later parts come down to 200 R. C. 
Tho Zend-Avesta is said to be tho grand­ 
est of the sacred books next to our Bible. 
It is compiled 
from tho teachings of 
Zoroaster, 
who lived in tho 
twelfth 
century 13. O. 
The proper name of this 
wok is simply Avesta, the word Zend 
meaning tho translation of it into the 
Zend dialect, this translation 
having 
been made, properly, 
some centuries 
after tho Christian era. 
Moses lived and 
wrote his pentateuch in the sixteenth 
century before Christ, wherefore a part 
of tho Hebrew scriptures is regarded os 
much older than the most ancient of the 
other sacred writings.
